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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims are 
allowable over the prior art of record because the teachings of the references taken as a whole do 
not teach or render obvious the combination set forth, including that of a locking assembly 
operable by two pushes having a case having one end open and having an elastic leg deformable 
in a plane of a work face of the case, where the elastic leg having a follower which projects 
toward an interior of the case and is moveable as the elastic leg deforms, a sliding member 
operatively positioned in the case, a body having a cam surface facing the work face, the cam 
surface having a central island projecting toward the work face, and two opposed elastic claws 
wherein the elastic leg comprises two branches each attached to a corner of the work face, the 
two branches are joined together at the follower, where the follower has a cross-section which in 
a plane parallel to the plane of the work face and comprises a straight side. 

The closest prior art of record, French Patent Number 2,622,244 to Arakawa et al., 
discloses a locking assembly operable by two pushes having a case having one end open, where 
the elastic leg having a follower which projects toward an interior of the case and is moveable, a 
sliding member operatively positioned in the case, a body having a cam surface facing the work 
face, the cam surface having a central island projecting toward the work face, and two opposed 
elastic claws. However, Arakawa et al. does not disclose the case having an elastic leg 
deformable in a plane of the work face of the case, as well as an elastic leg comprising two 
branches each attached to a corner of the work face, the two branches are joined together at the 
follower, where the follower has a cross-section which in a plane parallel to the plane of the 
work face and comprises a straight side.
